RESOURCE 


The  L.D.  Resource  Program  is  designed  -for  students  who 
need  help  in  certain  academic  areas.  A  student  enters  this 
program  by  -following  a  specific  process. 

First,  they  are  referred  to  the  program  by  themselves,  their 
teachers,  or  their  parents.  Then,  they  take  evaluation  tests, 
these  tests  show  where  they  need  help,  and  what  level  they  are 
working  on.  One  test  given  is  a  psychological  test. It  gives  a 
verbal  and  performance  IQ  (Intelligence  Quotient).  Then  there  is 
an  Educational  Test  which  shows  what  kind  of  level  work  you  are 
doing.  It  also  shows  the  student's  academic  strengths  and 
weaknesses.  After  the  student  has  taken  these  tests,  there  is  a 
meeting  with  the  teachers,  parents,  and  the  student  to  determine 
viether  or  not  the  student  is  eligible  for  special  serv  i  ces,.HjF  he 
is  eligible,  an  IEP  is  written.  An  IEP  is  an  INDIVIDUAL  EDUCATION 
PROGRAM. A^tudent  may  be  placed  in  IEP  classes,  or  he  may  be 
placed  iaresource  program. 

I  think  resource  has  helped  many  people  in  the  past,  and 
will  continue  to  help  people  who  need  the  help.

I  think  that 
the  thought  of  the  "dumb  jock"  has  vanished,  because  of  this 
rule. 

I  think  that  this  rule  has  improved  the  academic  record  of 
many  athletes.  These  are  some  of  the  following  minimum 
requ i erments :  If  a  student  has  a  failing  grade,  in  the  same 
subject,  during  two  successive  quarters, th i s  shall  constitute 
ineligiblity  status  regardless  of  grade  point  average.  Each  coach 
of  an  ex tracurr i cu 1 ar  activity  sould  encourage  academic 
responsabl i ty  and  in  so  far  as  possible,  should  schedule  that 
particular  activity  in  a  manner  that  will  not  interfere  with 
academic  responsibi 1  ties. 

Any  exr tacurr i cu 1 ar  activities  are  not  the  main  fucntion  of 
school,  but  they  are  only  a  privilege  if  a  student  is  successful 
academically.  This  is  to  encourage  students  to  work  harder. 
Current  standards  for  paricipation  eligibility  range  from  passing 
grades  in  three  subjects  to  honor  grades  status  to  no  standard. 

I  agree  that  this  system  of  eligibility  in  sports  is  good. 

It  gives  a  student  a  chance  to  participate  in  sports.  This  is 
only  a  privilege  if  the  student  maintains  a  2.3  grade  point 
average.  Personally,  I  think  that  a  student  should  have  a  C- 
average  to  play  sports.  This  is  extremely  fair.

Today,  President  Reagan  and  the  Soviet  Union,  are  talking 
about  reducing  the  weapons.  The  president  proposed  a  plan  call 
the  'zero  option*,  under  which  the  United  States  would  not  deploy 
and  the  Soviets  would  withdraw  intermediate-range  missies  in  and 
around  Europe.  But  some  people  belive  that  this  plan  would  not 
work.  There  is  also  another  plan  in  discussion  called  the

,  by  accident  or  blackmail,  a  nuclear  disaster.  These  plans  of 
nuclear  disarmanment  would  clearly  define  where  the  free  world 
wants  to  go  in  armanment  reduction.

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ABORTIONS 


Abortion  is  the  end  of  a  pregnancy  before  the  fetus  or 
embryo  can  live  outside  the  female  body.  There  are  two  kinds  of 
abortions:  spontaneous  and  induced.  A  spontaneous  abortion,  is 
also  called  a  miscarriage,  the  fetus  is  passed  from  the  woman’s 
body.  It’s  a  result  from  natural  causes.  In  an  induced 
abortion,  the  fetus  is  taken  from  the  uterus  by  medical  means. 

For  many  years,  abortion  has  been  a  controversi al  subject. 

An  important  aspect  of  the  subject  is  whether  a  woman  should  be 
permitted  by  law  to  have  an  abortion,  and  if  so,  under  what 
circumstances. 

The  arguments  against  abortion  is  basically  the  belief  that 
an  abortion  is  the  unjustified  killing  of  an  unborn  child. 

The  people  that  oppose  abortions  believe  that  human  life 
begins  when  a  sperm  fertilizes  an  egg.  Therefore,  they  say 
destroying  a  living  embryo  is  morally  wrong.  Another  common 
argument  against  abortion  is  that  laws  allowing  this  will 
increase  i rresponsi bl e  pregnancies  and  all  that  will  lead  to 
disrespect  for  human  life. 

The  Roman  Catholic  Church  is  the  chief  opponent  of  abortion. 
Many  people  of  other  religions  such  as  Buddhism  and  Hinduism 
oppose  of  this.  Many  physicians  oppose  abortions  because  they 
feel  they  should  save  lives  instead  of  destroying  them. 

Under  certain  circumstances  there  are  many  people  who  also 
approve  of  abortions.  Some  examples  are  if  a  woman’s  life  or 
health  is  endangered  by  her  pregnancy,  others  reccomend  abortion 
when  there  is  danger  that  the  child  will  be  born  with  a  serious 
mental  or  physical  defect,  another  is  when  pregnancy  has  occur ed 
from  rape.  Many  people  approve  of  abortions  because  they  do  not 
believe  a  fetus  is  a  complete  human  being,  and  also  is  not 
entitled  to  the  rights  usually  given  to  a  human.  There  is  another 
argument  that  making  abortions  legal  on  demand  will  reduce  the 
numder  of  illegal  abortions.  Some  abortions  can  cause  serious 
illnesses  or  even  death  when  they  are  performed  by  an  unskilled 
per son . 

The  abortion  laws  are  different  in  most  every  country.  In 
the  early  1970’s  the  states  of  the  United  States  didn’t  allow 
abortions  execept  under  special  circumstances,  like  to  protect 
the  life  or  the  health  of  the  mother.  In  1973,  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States  ruled  that  most  states  could  not  forbid 
abortions  during  the  first  six  months  of  pregnancy.  In  Canada, 
abortions  are  only  allowed  in  a  public  hospital,  further  more,  at 
least  3  members  of  the  hospital  staff  must  certify  that  the  woman 
’ s  life  or  health  is  in  danger. West  European  and  Latin  American 
countries  only  do  abortions  to  save  the  woman’s  life.  A  woman  can 
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have  a  legal  abortion  -For  any  reason  in  Denmark  and  Sweden-  j.n 
hungary  and  Japan  abortions  are  done  only  by  woman*  s  request. 

There  are  two  metheds  in  which  a  physician  can  per-Form  an 
abortion.lt  has  to  be  be-Fore  the  twelfth  week  of  pregnancy-  The 
first  method  is  called  dilatation,  which  involves  scraping  the 
fetus  fromuterus.  Another  method  is  that  the  fetus  is  removed  by 
suction  with  an  instrument  called  a  vacuum  aspirator . 

After  the  twelfth  week  of  pregnancy  the  most  common  method  to 
have  an  abortion  is  to  inject  a  salt  solution  in  the  fluid 
surrounding  the  fetus.  The  solution  kills  the  fetus  and  causes  it 
to  pass  from  the  woman’s  body. 

Few  abortions  that  are  performed  before  the  twelfth  week  o-r 
pregnancy  are  dangerous,  but  after  that  abortions  become 
i ncr easi ngl y  haz  ardous. 

it  is  up  to  the  woman  whether  or  not  she  wants  to  have  an 
abortion . 


Drugs 


Drugs  are  a  big  problem  in  the  world  around  us  today.  There 
are  many  different  kinds  of  drugs  such  as  pot,  alcohol  and 
cocaine  to  name  a  few.  The  biggest  problem  that  started  all  this 
was  after  the  Vietnam  War. 

Getting  hooked  up  is  easy  to  do.  Tolerance  to  narcotics 
also  occurs  rapidly  making  it  necessary  to  take  increasing  doses 
of" the  drug  to  achieve  the  same  effect.  There  are  also 
withdrawal  or  abstinence  syndrome,  which  with  morphine  or  heroin 
reaches  its  peak  in  48  -  72  hours  after  its  last  dose.

Block  Island 


Adriaen  Block  was  a  Dutch  navigator  and  the  -founder  o-f  Block 
Island.  He  commanded  the  Tijger  on  a  voyage,  late  in  1613  to 
what  is  now  New  York  harbor.  His  vessel  was  destroyed  by  -fire, 
so  he  and  his  crew  camped  on  an  island.  There  they  built  a 
cra-ft,  and  later  explored  Long  Island  Sound.  While  exploring, 
he  discovered  an  island  o-f-f  the  coast  o-f  Rhode  Island  which  now 
bears  his  name. 
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Block  Island  is  an  island  in  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  about  nine 
miles  southwest  o-f  Point  Judith,  Rhode  Island.  It  is  three  and 
a  hal-f  miles  wide  and  seven  miles  long.  It  was  settled  in  1661 
by  -families  o-f  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony.  It  is  a  goQd 
summmer  resort,  noted  -for  its  -fishing  -facilities.  Tuna,  sward- 
fish,  blue-fish,  mackeral  ,  cod,  and  -flounder  are  -found  in  large 
amounts  around  this  island.  It  is  described  as  having  rugged 
blu-f-fs,  beaches,  rolling  hills,  stone  walls,  and  -fresh  ponds. 
There  are  two  lighthouses  on  the  island,  Sandy  Point  Light  at 
the  northern  end  and  Southeast  Light  at  the  southeastern  end. 

New  Harbor,  where  most  o-f  the  sailboats  are  anchored,  is  on  the 
west  side  and  it  is  used  as  a  base  by  the  U.S  submarine  station 
at  New  London,  Conn.  Old  Harbor,  where  most  o-f  the  power  boats 
stay,  is  on  the  east  side  and  is  the  base  o-f  a  commercial  -fishing 
-fleet. 

I-f  you  do  not  have  a  boat,  you  can  get  to  the  island  by  a 
•ferry.  Once  you  are  there,  there  are  many  things  you  can  do. 

There  are  a  -few  nice  beaches  where  you  can  go  swimming  or  lay 
out.  Another  thing  you  can  do  is  rent  bikes  or  mopeds  and  ride 
around  the  island  discovering  the  islands  beauty,  which  includes 
many  di-f-ferent  kinds  o-f  wild  -flowers  and  the  blu-f-fs  which  rise 
high  o-f-f  the  southern  side  o-f  the  island  and  provide  a  pretty 
sight  o-f  the  water  below.  In  town  there  are  many  gi-ft  shops  and 
restaurants  you  can  visit.

For  the  -first 
time  in  ten  years  cigarette  sales  went  down.  They  stayed  down 
•for  several  months,  but  unfortunately  rose  up.  In  the  two  or 
three  years  that  -followed  the  1964  report,  almost  a  hundred 
medical  and  health  orgzn i zat i ons  were  in  this  country .These 
organizations  help  people  to  stop  their  smoking  habit. 

My  opinion  about  cigarette  smoking  is  it  is  not  good  -for  one's 
health.  I  think  people  who  smoke  don't  really  care  about  their 
health  and  don't  know  the  chances  and  risks  they  are  taking  by 
smoking  cigarettes.
